Famous Painting Presented 10 Can- 
ada Was Copied for George 1 
Sir Robert Borden ‘recently an: 

noudced the presentation 40 Canada, 

through Lord Beaverbrook, of West's 
famous painting, "The ‘Death of 

Wolfe," ‘The gift 1s made by th 

Duke of Westminster, who, in writ- 

ing to Lord Beaverbrook, ‘says the 

painting bas bung at Eaton Hall 
since the days of bis great-grand 
father, who purchased it from tbe 
palater, 

The picture was painted in 1775, 
when West was painting other plc- 


tures at Eaton for Richard, Lord 
Grosvenor, This was the first battle 
picture in which the figures were re- 


presented In the uniforms of the day. 
Sir Joshua Reynolds, hearing that 
this ‘was West's intention, implored 

Jm to abandon the idea, arming 
that It was against all tradition, and 
the picture would lose grace and ele- 
gance, West replied {tat what by 
would love In grace and elegance be 
would gain in simplicity, When Rey- 
nolds visited West's studio he subse. 
quently expressed great admiration 
of the picture, 

George the Third ordered a replica, 
which is at Hampton Court, and the 
Monckton family later ordered an- 
other picture on a larger scale, 


Observed Mother's Day. 

‘The Canadian troops find an oppor 
tunity during the lull in the batue 
for recreation and amusement, At 
any time the great battle may make 
4n unprecedented demanad on the 
troops, but until that time, Canada 
at bome, should not worry unduly 
over its men in France, 

Among the peace activities of the 
| corps has been the observation of 
Mothers’ Day on May 12. Canadian 
| Y.M.C.A. officers, who were promi- 
nent fn the movement, dectare that 
unprecedented demands were m 
upon their special stationery, which 
| was placed at {he disposal of the men 
in thelr canteons so that mothers at 
home might hear from thelr sons. 

One bundred and fifty thousand 
specially-printed sheets of notepaper 
were placed in such establishments 
by the association. In addition 25, 
000 special cards, bearing a message 
to "mothers, were printed by the 
Y.M.CC.A,, and given to the men to 
send home, The message which ex- 
presses the unalterable determination 
of the soldiers of Canada to prosecute 
the war until victory is secured, 
reads in part 

It 1s really you, our mothers and 
our homes, for whom we are dxhting. 
When the gift of freedom is ours 
then we will come home and lay it 
reverently at your feet, for it will be 
hallowed by the blood ‘of many com- 
rades, Then we shall devote our 
lives to wervice in our country, in the 
upbuilding of happy homes and noble 
citizenship. Pray for us that tbls 
high and holy vision may never fade 
from our minds, and that we may 
be given courage and patience to fin- 
ish our task, What a glorious home 
coming there will be. Till then we 
remain where we are, fighting for our 
mothers and homes.”
